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War Dead Honored 
at Armistice Service 

Members of Canadian Legion Ad¬ 
dressed by Rev. H. D. Revan 
on Sacrifices of War 


The commemoration service held 
under the auepicee of the Canadian 
Legion in the citadel of the Salva¬ 
tion Army on Thanksgiving Day 
was attended by members and their 
frienda, the main address being de 
livered by the Rev. H. D. Bevan, 
of St. Paul’s United church. 

The service opened with the sing 
ing of “0 Canada,” followed with 
prayer for the fallen and the be¬ 
reaved by Mr. Holmes. The '.esson 
from Revelations was read by Cap-1 
tain Hind, who also welcomed the] 
people to the citadel, on behalf of 
the Salvation Army. Seated on the 
platform representing the town 
council was Mayor Burns. 

The address by Mr. Bevan dealt 
With some of the lessons learned 
a result of the war, and with his | 
observations and personal experien¬ 
ces as a Boldier in the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force. He referred 
to the men who had gone forward 
in a great cause, determined to heat 
off the aggression of Prussian mili¬ 
tarism. There were men who in 
the early part of the war had 
regarded it lightly, and thought it 
would be over in a few weeks. Oth¬ 
ers had been totally indifferent, and 
■aid the war would not bother them 
uhless it came to their own back¬ 
yards. Little they knew of the suf‘ 
faring and sacrifice borne.by France 
abd Belgium which had suffered 
the ravages of war, and that was 
Why men had sprung to arms in de- 
(•noe of the Empire, to keep the 
War out of their own backyards, 
knd to keep it as near to the terri¬ 
tory of the enemy as possible. 

He related in graphic style his 
experiences and reactions of thought 
on various phases of life during the 
War, and of the joys of homecom¬ 
ing. Passing the south coast of Ire¬ 
land on the return trip, the last ob¬ 
ject of interest seen ae the land fa¬ 
ded from view was a little white 
church surmounted by the Crose; 
then after a week’s voyage across 
the Atlantic, and as they approach, 
ed the shores of Canada, many met 
stood for hours in the foremost part 
of the ship anxious to get the first ] 
glimpse of their own land. Again 
the firBt object to stand out as their 
eyeB swept the shore line was a 
church, with 'tB cross, and surely 
this symbolized the suffering of the 
war, the same as it did the suffer¬ 
ing and sacrifice of JeeuB Christ, 
Though this was Thanksgiving 
Day, yet it was a day of remem 
brance. Such a day could not be 
given up to enjoymeht entirely 
There were thousands who on the 
Occasion of the Armistice anniver¬ 
sary were reminded more forcibly

In the cities traffic will come to a standstill, 
and all trains on the Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
National railways will be brought to a standstill at 
two minutes to eleven o’clock. This signalizes the 
time at which the Armistice came into effect on Nov¬ 
ember 11th, 1918.

- day liners will find it hard to make a 
: profit. The American port of the pro¬ 
posed line is to be New London, CoDn. 

' By thus forsaking New York as a ter¬ 
minus almost a day Is gained at one 
stroke. It is not astounding to learn

largely with money borrowed from the 
' Shipping Board at a low rate of in-
